EX-ENVOY SAYS KILLING

VIENNA, July 26--A group of 
fanatica] Nazis, variously estimated 
at from 144 to 300, whose daring 
seizure of the chancellory yester- 
day resulted in Chancellor Dollfuss’ 
asdassination, were held under 
heavy guard in a military barracks. 

Their tee of safe conduct 
to Germany,. made by Emil Fey, 
former cellor and a Heim- 
wehr leader, was revoked by the 
Government when the little “Game- | 
cock Chancellor” was found dead.| 

The Mazi conspirators, wearing | 
heimwehr uniforms, swooped down 
on the chancellory yesterday after- 
noon and, killing Dolifuss, held con- 
trol of the building for six hours. 

They compelled Fey to go to the 
balcony time and again to reassure 
the crowd outside, and order troops 
and police not to harm Nazis. 

When night fell they arranged 
with Fey for safe conduct to the 
border. 

German Envoy Assailed. 

The semi-official Reichspost, at- 
tacking Herr Rieth, Germany's 
Minister to Vienna, said: “To Min- 
ister Rieth fell the task unexam- 
pled in history of negotiating with 
criminals who had killed the Chan- 
cellor of a German state for their 
admission into Germany. 

“This demand for the putschists 
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consent of the Government,” in con- 
ducting the negotiations that end- 
ed the siege of the Chancellory. 

The Berlin press did not comment 
od an wat ee 
prominently on front pages pack 
with Austrian news. Alfred Frau- 
enfeld, Austrian Nazi leader 
in Germany, denied that his 
engineered the revolt, and said it 
was simply a split in the Dolifuss 
Government. 

As for Rieth’s action, he told the 
Associated Press by long distance 
telephoné from Munich: “The Ger- 
man Minister only assisted on the 
urgent request of the Austrian Gov- 
ernment to cry halt to the immi- 
nent bloodshed.” 

Berlin sources said Major Emil 
Fey, while still a prisoner of the 
Nazis, telephoned to Rieth, prevail- 
ing on him to obtain assurances 
that the plotters would be given 
safe conduct to the border. After 
obtaining such ~ assurances—which 
were later revoked—it was said he 
went to the Chancellory and con- 
ducted the negotiations personally.

An accurate diagnosis is neces- 
sary to determine proper treatment,

OMAHA STREET CAR SERVICE 
TIED UP BY STRIKE OF 400 


Office and Store Workers Walk 
to Jobs or Thumb 
Rides. 
By the Associated Press. 

OMAHA, Neb., July 26.—Workers 
for the Omaha & Council Bluffs 
Street Railway Co. went on strike 
at 4 o'clock this morning, in accord- 
ance with a unanimous vote taken 
last night. Some picketing was re- 
ported but the situation remained 
quiet. — 

A few of the strikers appeared 
at car barns with clubs and bricks 
but threw them away at the re- 
quest of police. The company made 
no effort to move cars during the 
early morning hours and told em- 
ployes who reported for work to 
call back this afternoon. 

Meartwhile the city’s office and 
store workers, caught unawares by 
the strike, walked or thumbed rides 
downtown. : 

The union employes, in voting the 


strike last night, gave “continued 


discrimination against members of 
the union by officials of the com- 
pany” as the reason for the vote. 

The union workers and the tram 
company submitted their difficul- 
ties to a board of arbitration after 
a four-day strike last April. The 
board reported about two weeks ago, 
its main recommendation being for 
a raise of 3 cents an hour in wages 
for tram and bus operators. 

Union men soon afterward voted 
in favor of striking. The union 
workers contend that the increase 
hecommended by the board did not 
make any change in the wages of 
some 200 union employes. 

The strike affects about 400 work- 
ers.

Career of Dollfuss, a Fighter 
Against Both Nazis and Marxists 
For Independence of His Country 


Smallest‘and Boldest of Post-War Dictators, 
He Shelved Parliament Because It Had 
“Paralyzed Itself.” 


VIENNA, July 26. 


Prime Ministers of all Europe was Engelbert Dolifuss, Chancellor 


T HE smallest, for a time the youngest, and one of the boldest 


of Austria in the turbulent period beginning in May, 1932, when 


Naziism was starting to sweep neighboring Germany Sand. post-war 


With a wide sentiment in his 
country for “anschluss,” or union 


with Germany, Dollfuss dedicated 
himself to the task of maintaining 
the independence of his country. A 
foe of both Germanic national so- 
cialism and its antithesis, Marxian 
socialism, he preached a species of 
Christian nationalism, guiding him- 
self by the precepts of the Roman 
Catholic Church, of which he was 
a devout member, and forecasting 
the day when a common political 
creed would unite a people already 
90 per cent dedicated to a common 
religious bejief. 

But Austria, divided into two 
camps with the Socialists dominant 
in Vienna and the Fascists in the 
country at large, seethed and boiled. 
On March 7, 1933, Dollfuss shelved 
Parliament with the remark that 
it had “paralyzed itself.” The So- 
cialists threatened a general strike 
and Dolifuss disbanded the party’s 
private army, the “schutzbund” of 
140,000 men, confiscating their arms 
and munitions 

He raided and closed al! Nazi 
headquarters, arrested 1000 leaders 
and forbade political uniforms. 

He made the “heimwehr,” Fas- 
cism’s uniformed rank, auxiliary po- 
lice. Municipal elections showed 
Nazi gains and he shut down on 
further voting. 

Wounded in 1933. 

On Sept. 21, 1933, there ‘was a 
Cabinet shakeup with “heimwehr” 
leaders admitted to the Govern- 
ment and with the diminutive Chan- 
cellor himself assuming four port- 
folios. Promptly he was dubbed 
“dictator” by his foes, bombings 
broke out and on Oct. 3 the disor- 
ders culminated in an attempt to 
assassinate the Chancellor. 

Rudolf Bertil, a one-time army 
bugler, fired sevéral shots at Doll- 
fuss at the entrance of the Parlia- 
ment Building. One bullet hit him 


financial and economic troubles were at peak. 


in the shoulder, but within a fort- 
night he was back at his desk. 

Dollfuss was born Oct. 4, 1892, in 
Texing, Lower Austria, and spent 
his boyhood on a farm. He studied 
law in Vienna and economics in 
Berlin until the World War. He 
served at the front 37 months, 
emerging as an officer. 

Afterwards he became active in 
agricultural organizations, was sec- 
retary of the Lower Austrian Peas- 
ants’ League and helped organize 
the Lower Austrian Chamber of 
Agriculture. In 1930 he went.on the 
executive board of the Federa! Raii- 
ways and before the year was out 
was named president of the lines. 
In March, 1931, he became Minis- 
ter of Agriculture and in May, 1932, 
President Miklas asked him to form 
a Cabinet. : 

Dollfuss was only 4 feet, 11 inches 
tall, and his size was a prolific’sub- 
ject of jests which usually he took 
in good part. Once when intro 
duced at a luncheon as “Europe’s 
youngest chancellor,” he chimed in 
with “and the smallest.” One of 
the favorite jokes about him ran: 
“Austria is going to put out a new 
postage stamp bearing a life-size 
portrait of. Dollfuss.” 

Enemies called him “the midget 
Metternich,” friends fondly referred 
to him as “our little Napoleon.” 
In the midst of his campaign to re- 
vive the old Austrian tradition in 
opposition to union with Germany, 
the Burgtheater in Vienna produced 
a play eulogizing Prince Eugene, 
one of th« great military heroes of 
Austria’s past who also was a small 
man. The allusion was not lost 
upon the audiences. 

Successful Diplomat. 

Dolifuss measured up with others 
in statecraft. At the world eco- 
nomic conference in London in 
June, 1933, one observer said ‘he 
skipped to the platform like a 
school boy, then proceeded to plead 


fused them and told the Cabinet to 
rule “with firmness” without a Par- 
liament. 3 

Only once since that date has a 
national legislative assembly sat in 
Austria, and that meeting was little 
more than a formality. 

The Socialists still held Vienna, 
and the Nazis began talking of a 
“putsch.” - The ‘Heimwehr was sup- 
porting Dollfuss, but only on @ sort 
of temporary arrangement. 

Nine days after Parliament was 
disbanded—and while.the public 
still expected that there eventually 
would be an election—the Socialists 
mobilized their Sohutzsbund as ru- 
mors flew that either the Nazis or 
the Monarchists were planning to 


Dolifuss, equally alarmed by the 
rumors, even went to the’ point of 
calling on the Socialists—as far as 
they were from him politically—to 
help him. 

The Socialists had no such inten- 
tions. From their viewpoint, Doll- 
fuss was as objectionable as the 
Nazis. ee : : 

A sort of triumvirate came into 
being—Dollfuss, Yon Starhemberg 
and Emil Fey, like the Prince a 
heimwehr leader. 

The Socialists, alarmed by this 
union of their foes and harassed 
by numerous attacks upon their 
citadel in the Vienna city hall, re- 
volted in February, 1934. 

Civil war broke out suddenly, and 
lasted for five days—days which’ 
saw heavy slaughter. 

Cannon shells were fired into the 
huge apartment houses of Vienna, 
which were the pride of the Social- 
ists, and into the barricades of the 
poorly equipped and oddly clothed 
rebels. The Government won. 

The Socialist party and the Nazi 
party were outlawed, and Dolifuss’ 
own party—now the fatherland 
front and including the various ele- 
ments to whom he looked for sup- 
port—was legalized as the only po- 
litical party. 

Becomes Only Dictator. ’ 

Dolifuss said three dictators were 
too many, and became head of the 
Government alone, retaining Fey as 
Vice-Chancellor. 

He began work on a new Consti- 
tution, after Prince von Starhem- 
berg had visited Italy to get ideas, 
and proclaimed that parliamentary 
government was gone forever. 

Instead of that, said Dollfuss, 
Austria would have a government 
which would be based on the theory 


“that the power to rule comes from 


God instead of from the people. 

The constitution was proclaimed 
on May day, and‘the remnant of 
the Parliament—minys . Socialists, 
nine of whom had been hanged as 
a result of the civil war, and other 
oppositionists—adopted it, then ad- 
journed forever. 

The constitution conriecfed evéry 
official, from President to village 
mayors, in an endless chain by 
which one group elected another 
and the head men appointed the 
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appeared 
bent upon letting Dolifuss know 
that they were powerful enough * 
do as they pleased. 

Many accused the German Nazi:

met Premier Mussolini of Italy, re 
garded as Dollfuss’ guardian ange!

‘The bombings kept up~—worse, if 
anything, and just a few days ago 
irritation was displayed sémi-offi- 
cially in Italy. The Italian Govern- 
ment appeared about ready to ask 
Germany why nothing was done to 
stop the Nazi outrages.

IF FSC 1 INSOLVENT 


I, C. C. Asks Counsel to Ask 
Federal Court Here to. Make 
Investigation. 


By the Associated Press.. ° 

‘ WASHINGTON, July 26.— The 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
today instructed its, chief counsel 
to ask the St. Louis Federal Court 
to determine whether the St. Louis- 
San Francisco Railway Co. is insol- 
vent. 7. 

The action was taken after the 
Railroad Credit Corporation, to 
which the Frisco owes several mil- 
lion dollars, had asked the commis- 
sion to donciude hearings on a re- 
organization plan submitted two 
years ago by a reorganization com- 
mittee and to make a report or ask 
the court to determine the solvency 
of the company. 

The railroad has been ti the 
hands of the court more than 18 
months under the new bankruptcy 
act which provides that the courts 
Inay take charge of such companies 
for reorganization. 

The commission held more than 
two years ago the Frisco was heav- 
ily overcapitalized and this fact 
militated against a reorganization. 

More than two years ago a com- 
mittee of reorganization managers 
was appointed and the group pre- 
sented. a plan designed as a “stop- 
gap” to Garry the road through the 
depression. This plan, however, was 
deciared in answers filed with the 
commission to the Railroad Credit 
Corporation’s motion to have been 
shown to be impossible of opera- 


‘tion.

He said today that agriculture 
had expanded in the semi-arid West 
into areas that never should have 
been developed. 

The drouth situation in the west- 
ern part of the Dakotas, western 
counties of Kansas and Nebraska, 
and eastern counties of Montana, 
Wyoming and Colorado, he said, 


was an illustration of the point. 
Tens of thousands of persons, he 
said, must be moved out of this 


ea. 

Mead said that in an arid or semi- 
arid area no form of intensive agri- 
culture should be undertaken with- 
out irrigation and then only with 
an ample reserve water supply. 

“The area hit the hardest at.the 
present receives a normal rainfall 
of about 15 inches a year,” he said. 
“A deficiency of 5 inches in an area 
that gets 35 or 40 inches is not 
serious, but when it extends to a 
semi-arid region receiving only 15 
inches, the land dries up.” . 

The Reclamation Bureau, Mead 
said, has spent most of its efforts 
Since its organization in 1902 in 
rescuing farmers who were not pre- 
pared to meet the extremes of 
weather. . 

Mead said the Reclamation Bu- 
reau was constructing dams to fur- 
nish additional storage facilities for 
projects undertaken by the Mor- 
mons in Utah, which when they 


started were regarded as models 


of private agriculture enterprise. 

One of the first jobs undertaken 
by the bureau, he said, was provid- 
ing water reserves for the Salt 
River Valley farmers in Arizona by 
the construction of a dam. 

He added that in California pump- 
ing operations had dropped the wa- 
ter table in the San Joaquin Valley 
to a dangerous level and rescueée 
work was essential. | : 

“Agriculture over-expanded in the 
semi-arid regions,” Mead said. “De-. 
spite warnings, heed was not taken 
of the dangers of drouth and re 
duced underground storage by those 
developing the land.” 

Mead said in his opinion nothing 
could be done to rescue the farm- 
ers of the Western Dakotas, East- 
ern Montana and some counties in 
Nebraska, Kansas, Wyoming and 
Colorado. There is not sufficient 
water available in streams to pro- 
vide a reserve supply for all. 


Montana Governor Says Water 
Conservation Is Remedy.

HELENA, Mont., July 26. — In 
water conservation, and not evacu- 
ation, Gov. Frank H. Cooney assert-

Commenting on the statement of 
Elwood Mead that tens of thou- 
sands of persons must be moved 
from the stricken land, he said: 

“Vast areas can be reclaimed by 
the proper use of water. Save the 
water that is running away each 
year, and in a few years we'll make 
a garden of most of Eastern Mon- 
tana.

That 
area is capable of supporting four 
or five times the population it

The Committee for the Nation/ ‘ 
warns that unless this further de- 
valuation of the dollar is consum- 
ma&ed without delay wholesale re- 
pudiation of private and public 
debt is inevitable. i 

What the inflationists really are 
aiming at is the next Congress. 

When it convenes the adminis- 
tration will be confronted with the 
great problem of devising ways and 
means Of paying the huge recovery 
bill, plus raising large sums for 
further public expenditures. That 
this last will be necessary, no one 
in authority doubts. 

Two alternatives will be open 
to the Government—(1), Increased 
taxation; (2) inflation. 

Currency inflationists are made 
up of two elements; the higher 
bracket income class, such as the 
Committee for the Nation, who are 
opposed to boosted taxes; also the 
debt-ridden farmer and middle 
class, who can’t afford new bur⸗ 
dens. Both want the financing 
done via the inflation route.

It operates under 
military rules, the orders of its 
chief being sent out in the form of 
army commands. -

cently given when Col. De la Rocque 
called three mass meetings of his 
adherents on the same night in the 
three largest halls in Paris.
